Registration  From 
Dec.  11  to  Jan.  10 

Registrations  will  be  accepted 
from  Dec.  11  to  Jan.  10.  Before 
being  allowed  to  register,  students 
must  have  their  schedule  approved 
by  Mr.  Melevage,  Director  of  Guid¬ 
ance.  Those  who  have  not  as  yet 
done  so,  must  have  their  interview 
with  him  before  the  registration 
period.  Eligible  students  may  reg¬ 
ister  at  the  following  times : 

Dec.  11  to  15,  9  to  9;  Dec.  16,  9  to 
noon;  Dec.  18,  9  to  5;  Dec.  26  to  29, 
9  to  5;  Jan.  2  to  5,  9  to  5;  Jan.  6,  9  to 
noon;  Jan.  8  to  10,  9  to  9. 

Those  who  register  after  9  p.m. 
Wednesday,  Jan.  10,  will  be  charged 
an  extra  fee  of  $5.  No  credit  will  be 
allowed  for  work  done  in  other  col¬ 
leges  or  universities  unless  official 
transcripts  are  on  file  in  the  Regis¬ 
trar’s  office  pi’ior  to  January  11. 

The  rate  of  tuition  is  $15  per  se¬ 
mester  hour  ($20  per  semester  hour 
in  Educ.  47X  and  in  all  Fine  Arcs 
courses),  payable  in  full  at  the  time 
of  registration.  Students  who  regis¬ 
ter  before  Jan.  1,  must  deposit  at 
at  least  $10,  with  the  balance  coming 
due  before  classes  begin.  If  the 
Budget  Plan  is  used,  for  which  an 
additional  fee  of  $5  is  charged,  40% 
of  the  total  fees  must  be  paid  before 
Jan.  11,  40%  of  the  total  on  Feb.  17, 
and  the  final  20%  of  the  total  on 
March  24.  Special  finance  plans 
may  be  arranged  through  the  help 
of  the  Business  Manager. 

Student  Council  fees  must  be  paid 
by  all  students.  The  fee  for  those 
enrolled  in  12  semester  hours  or 
more  is  $3  per  semester;  for  those 
enrolled  in  fewer  than  12  semester 
hours,  the  fee  is  $1.50. 

Dec.  8 -Holy  Day; 
Also,  No  Classes 

Friday,  Dec.  8,  is  the  feast  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception,  a  Holy  Day 
of  Obligation.  This  is  a  free  day  for 
[St.  Joe  students.  Father  Smolar 
[announces  there  will  be  no  noon 
Mass  that  day  at  Immaculate  Con¬ 
ception  parish  since  the  Center  stu¬ 
dents  will  be  attending  Mass  in  their 
own  parish  churches.

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Letter  to  Editor 

Dear  Mister  Editor: 

This  letter  is  in  reply  to  your 
rattling  editorial  of  November  27. 
1961,  in  which  you  editorialized  the 
demise  of  school  spirit  and  lack  of 
Student  Council  leadership. 

We  have  neither  the  time  nor  the 
desire  to  dignify  your  inaccurate 
remarks  and  half-truths  by  enter¬ 
ing  into  an  impassioned,  long- 
winded  polemics  with  you  or  any¬ 
one  else  who  has  nothing  more  to  do 
than  criticize  others.  We  are,  how¬ 
ever,  compelled  by  reason  of  being 
officers  of  the  Student  Council  to 
defend  our  actions.  Accordingly  we 
have  decided  to  take  your  editorial 
to  task.  We  fondly  hope  that  as  a 
result  of  this  you  will  see  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  reporting  unvarnished,  in¬ 
disputable,  well-established  facts, 
rather  than  subjective  half-truths 
and  inaccuracies. 

In  the  first  paragraph  regarding 
the  attendance  at  the  tug  of  war, 
where  were  you,  Mister  Editor? 
While  we  are  on  the  subject  of  at¬ 
tendance,  have  you  attended  all 
social  events?  We  are  sure  that  you 
will  agree  with  us  when  we  say,  that 
in  pursuing  a  college  degree  it  some¬ 
times  is  impossible  to  attend  all 
social  events. 

Your  second  paragraph  states, 
“There  was  a  list  that  totalled  over 
200  fellas.”  RIDICULOUS!  This 
has  to  be  a  typographical  error.  The 
list  we  saw  contained  at  most  the 
names  of  23  men  and  14  women.  At 
least  five  of  the  names  had  been 
deleted  ahead  of  time. 

The  same  paragraph  also  stated : 
“This  is  not  the  first  time  that  stu¬ 
dents  have  gone  back  on  their 
word.”  Granted!  If  we  proceed  ac¬ 
cording  to  human  nature  it  certainly 
won’t  be  the  last  time. 

The  next  topic  was  the  victory 
dance.

662  were  not  present.  We  are  all, 
therefore,  to  blame — yourself  in¬ 
cluded.  How  does  it  go?  “Practice 
what  you  preach!” 

As  we  go  on,  you  brought  out  the 
fact  that  the  Student  Council  knew 
about  the  tug  of  war  on  November 
3rd.  This  statement  was  followed 
by  the  question,  “Why  wasn’t  this 
event  publicized  properly?”  The 
only  part  of  publication  that  was 
lacking  was  the  part  played,  oi  shall 
we  say  not  played  by  SHAVINGS. 
Minutes  were  taken  at  the  Calumet 
Collegiate  Conference  meeting  at 
which  we  planned  the  event.  That 
very  day  those  minutes  were  em¬ 
bodied  in  an  article  which  was 
handed  SHAVINGS.  Later  we  were 
informed  that  the  paper,  for  some 
unknown  reason,  would  not  go  to 
press.  This  article  was  then  posted 
on  the  main  bulletin  board.  When 
the  article  finally  appeared  the 
event  was  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  Student 
Council’s  part  in  the  publicity.  You 
said  that  you  saw  only  two  posters.

The  main 
purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  give 
a  financial  report  of  this  year's 
class  projects,  and  to  discuss  plans 
for  future  events  in  which  all  stu¬ 
dents  could  participate.  At  a  pre¬ 
vious  meeting,  the  officers  agreed 
not  to  limit  projects  just  to  the 
sophomore  class.  The  reason  is 
that  the  size  of  the  class  would 
make  a  large  project  impractical 
without  the  participation  of  the 
whole  student  body. 

Chris  Chandler,  treasurer  of  the 
class,  announced  that  the  ventures 
of  the  sophs  netted  well  over  one 
hundred  dollars  for  their  treasury. 

Joseph  Modjeski.  president  of  the 
class,  disclosed  that  ideas  for  fu¬ 
ture  events  include  a  tobogganing 
partv.  a  skating  party  at  the  Dor¬ 
chester  Club,  or  some  type  of  field 
day  in  the  early  spring.  Joe  later 
explained  that  the  field  day  would 
be  an  activitv  that  the  Athletic  As¬ 
sociation  should  sponsor,  instead  of 
the  class.  Modjeski  is  president  of 
the  A. A.,  also. 

The  idea  for  an  open  meeting  for 
the  members  of  the  class  who  wish 
to  attend  was  suggested  by  Liz  Sze- 
lestey,  secretary  for  the  sophs.  The 
officers  agreed  this  should  not  take 
place  before  the  beginning  of  the 
winter  semester,  because  of  the 
small  amount  of  time  left  in  the 
present  term.

To  Kremlin 

Three  sophomores,  Pat  O’Rourke, 
Joe  Modjeski  and  Richard  Maroc. 
have  been  trying  to  reach  the  Rus¬ 
sian  Premier,  Nikita  Khrushchev. 

Within  the  past  few  days,  the  fel¬ 
lows  have  called  three  times.  Each 
time,  some  problem  arose  that 
made  it  impossible  to  reach  Mr.  K. 

The  first  attempt  was  made  Oct. 
29.  The  overseas  operator  connect¬ 
ed  the  trio  with  the  Paris  operator. 
Due  to  a  technical  difficulty,  the  call 
could  go  no  further. 

The  second  attempt,  was  made 
later.  Once  again  the  call  went 
through  to  Paris.  The  Paris  op¬ 
erator  was  more  successful  this 
time.  She  reached  the  Kremlin 
and  a  high  state  official.  The  fel¬ 
lows  could  hear  the  Russian  of¬ 
ficial,  but  he  could  not  hear  the

Calumet  Center  cheerleaders,  Bunny  Kochis,  Dianne  Miller,  Hele 
Isenburg  (now  substitute),  Mary  Lou  Skafish  (new  regular)  and  Arlen 
Rueth,  were  recently  interviewed  on  the  reactions  to  their  cheerleadin; 
experience.  Their  responses  to  the  following  queries  revealed  the  difficul 


as  well  as  the  glamorous  aspect  of 
their  job.  The  questions  were :  How 
do  you  think  you’ll  like  cheering  for 
the  basketball  season?  Do  you  en¬ 
joy  cheerleading?  What  do  you  like 
about  it  best?  Least?  What,  in  your 
opinion,  make  your  duty  most  en¬ 
joyable?  Most  difficult? 

Bunny  Kochis:  “Actually,  I  like 
cheering  for  basketball  games  bet¬ 
ter  than  for  football  games  because 
everyone  is  together  in  one  building 
and  things  are  more  organized.  I 
love  to  cheer,  especially  when  the 
crowd  is  enthusiastic.  An  uncooper¬ 
ative  group  can  make  cheering  most 
difficult.  The  thing  I  like  best  about 
cheering  is  the  opportunity  for  meet¬ 
ing  people.  The  only  thing  that 
makes  it  really  difficult  is  the  time 
it  consumes. 

Dianne  Miller:  “Personally,  I’d 
rather  cheer  for  football  —  it’s 
more  exciting.  One  advantage  of 
basketball  is  that  it’s  inside  and 
you’re  not  exposed  to  the  weather. 

I  enjoy  cheerleading  very  much, 
particularly  when  the  crowd  is  en¬ 
thusiastic.  It.  also  keeps  you  in 
good  physical  condition.  The  only 
difficult  part  is  the  initial  aches 
and  pains.  I  like  cheering  best  of 
all  when  the  game  is  exciting, 
and  the  crowd  responds  accord¬ 
ingly.

Mary  Lou  Skafish:  “I  like  to 
cheer  for  the  basketball  crowd 
better  than  for  the  football  group 
because  it  is  easier  to  get  the  at 
tention  of  the  former.  I  really'  do 
enjoy'  cheerleading  especially' 
when  I  get  to  meet  many  differ¬ 
ent  people.  When  you  don’t  get 
the  cooperation  of  the  crowd  the 
job  is  most  difficult,  but  I  enjoy' 
spurring  them  on  to  a  frenzy  of 
school  spirit.
